I had come upon 
the towering man with the ob- 
viously blind eyes, a guide dog 
and a begging cup the day be 
fore, and I asked him, "Why?" 


"I can make $12 to $15 here 


within three hours," he replied. 


The next day I tried it. People 


would stop, examine the side 
walk while fumbling in their 
pockets, and then drop a few 
coins into my cup. More often 
than not, a "God bless you, 
son," accompanied the clink ol 
the coin.

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First Shots At Inflation 


President Johnson used the greater part of a Thursday 
press conference to outline the opening skirmish against the 
inflationary pressures which sue bugging the economy. 


The attack falls into three major categories. 
One calls for suspending temporarily the accelerated 


depreciation credit on buildings and equipment and the 
special 7 per cent credit for investing in new plant and 
equipment. The latter was adopted during the Kennedy 
tenure in the White House by a means of jazzing up the 
economy which in 10G2 appeared to be somewhat winded. 


The second measure deals with credit, including so far as 


possible the withholding of new government securities from 
the market, a tightening of the reserves which hanks must 
maintain with the Federal Reserve System, and giving the 
Fed the authority to regulate the interest rates which 
savings and loan institutions can pay to their shareholders. 


The third is a cutback in what LBJ vaguely described as 


unnecessary federal spending. 


If all else fails, then he will ask Congress to reinstate a 


higher tax imposition against everyone. 


Johnson expressed the hope his variety of buckshot might 


drop two brids simultaneously, that is, hall inflation and 
ease the impact of high interest rates on individuals and ft 
good many businesses. 


The reception 1o the proposed dosage is mixed in business 


circles. 


Some of its members call it a slop in the right direction. 


Other note that LIU's spending twist on what he calls "low 
priority" projects does not touch the political Holies of 
Holies, the Great Society, which next to the Vietnam war 
causes more inflationary buying than anything else. 


The stock market seemingly views it as an aid. Tight 


money is an albatross around the margin buyer's neck and 
accounts substantially for the market's failure to rally as 
most stocks dip downward. The market was off 10 points at 
one time in Thursday's trading and then moved upward to a 
2'/& point loss on the closing trades after Johnson's words 
came through. As this ia written (Friday towards noon), it 
is drifting listlessly at something under a point loss. 


Johnson is compromising on some of the \yoolier thoughts 


being bandied about in Congress on the subject. 


No one, in or out of Congress, wants to set up a full scale 


anti-inflation program, at least not until the Novembers are 
out of the way. There is, however, a well sealed yearning, 
again spurred by thoughts of the 
election, to 
"do 


something." 


Rep. Wright Patman, an easy money man from way back 


in his Texas childhood, thinks cheaper interest rates will 
automatically solve all questions. lie would impose a ceiling 
on the interest the government can pay on its debt. This, in 
turn, he believes will pressure downward the interest rate on 
private borrowings. 


Patman so far has been unable to push the plan very far. 


In that connection and for what it's worth, it should be 
noted that LBJ, himself an easy money theorist, now holds 
substantial stock interests in nine Texas banks. Also, as one 
of the country's larger TV operators, he's acquired some of 
the knowledge on what is required to run a business 
successfully, a learning process which Patman has bypassed 
all of his years. 


The depreciation adjustments should increase tax revenue 


measurably. One survey indicates that $4 billion in income 
tax is now lost to the Treasury by reason of the 7 per cent 
special investment alone. Its suspension would in all likelihood 
chill the plans of many businesses to proceed with further 
plant and equipment improvement. 


The tax gain from pushing the accelerated depreciation 


write-off to the old standby of straight line depreciating is 
more difficult to assess. The former creates a lighter tax 
burden in the first years of a newly acquired plant or 
machine, but the advantages fades faster than what the 
straight line method will produce- over a period of years. 
Statistics on how extensively business avails itself of the 
former are sketchy, but the Administration evidently feela 
that if nothing else the suspension might cool off new 
investment thoughts, thereby taking further steam out of the 
equipment and builder seller's market. 
• How tightening of credit sources from a centralized 
position will at the same time provide more money for the 
small borrower impresses us ns being mystical. 
The 


reasoning apparently is that it might discourage lending to 
the large borrower, again the potential buyer of new plant 
and equipment and so create a new money pool which could 
be funnelled to the home buyer and into consumer credit 
lending. 


The promise to reduce Uncle Sam's spending is that and 


nothing more. Some gesture will be made in that direction, 
but we feel it will be of pinprick depth only. 


If LBJ's words seem more like a rifle shot where a cannon 


should be fired, if nothing else they represent one solid blow. 
It is the first time which Johnson has said with any 
seriousness that inflation is a problem. His guide line 
speeches have been admonitions lacking in sincerity. 


Credit is due him in his closing remarks. 
One is the perfectly valid complaint that Congress Itself 


has been padding his budget. 


The other is that higher taxes will have to be restored 


unless more restraint is shown voluntarily. 


On Saucers9 Trail 


Another chapter has unfolded in the two-decades-old 


history of unidentified flying objects. The Air Force has 
decided, correctly, that a large segment of the public is not 
satisfied with some of the smug explanations which have 
been offered for the peculiar phenomena sighted in almost 
epidemic proportions at times throughout the land. 


Of the 10,000 sightings made of celestial enigmas, 


explanations of varying degrees of credibility have been 
offered in all but 600 cases. But what about the 600? 


Various agencies of government as well as private 


associations have conducted studies of many of the phenom- 
ena. 
The 
results, 
while perhaps 
conclusive to 
the 


investigators, have not been convincing to much of the 
public. 


It does seem peculiar, for instance, that the Air Force has 


stated repeatedly the 600 sightings still remaining on the 
unexplained list in no way constitute a threat to national 
security. How does it know this if it doesn't know what they 
were ? 
• _ Apparently someone in the Pentagon has been asking this 
game question. At any rate, the Air Force has announced a 
new plan for investigating further reports. From now on, 
100 reports a year will be studied closely by teams of 
investigators with scientific backgrounds, including physi- 
cists and psychologists. 


A large university will be given the job of coordinating 


the research. The Air Force says the results will be 
published. It can only be hoped the results will be made 
public as soon as possible after the sightings. 
• Certainly such an arrangement will be a considerable 
improvement over the hit-or-miss method of investigation 
used in the past. Whether it will improve the confidence of 
the public will depend upon the imagination of those who 
sight unexplained objects as well as of those who explain 
them. 


Progitosticators 


In Wall Street, few soothsayers can be found who predict 


a. sustained upturn in stock prices. There are many 
imponderables, the real low point hasn't been reached, etc., 
etc., they say. They can be as wrong, of course, as they were 
•when they failed to predict the long 1966 downturn in prices.

brokeragehouse prognosticators of trends who said early in 
the year tha stocks were headed downward.

influential is a fictitious fellow 
known as the Reasonable Man. 


Created by an English court 


more than a century ago, the 
Reasonable Man has become a 
basic yardstick for measuring 
right and wrong. To avoid being 
held negligent, you are expected 
to drive like the Reasonable 
Man, golf like the Reasonable 
Man, and drink like the Rea- 
sonable Man. 


Then what sort of person is 


he? 


In the purely physical sense, 


ho looks very much like you. If 
you have only one leg, so does 
he. The law would expect you to 
cross the street oniy as fast as 
a Reasonable One-Legged Man. 
In this way, when judging your 
conduct, the law mokes fair 
allowance for personal handi- 
caps which you simply cannot 
help.

Thus the 
Reasonable Man 


knows (even if you, personally, 
do not) that hay will burn, that 
a wet floor is slippery, that 
worn tires may blow out, and 
that a loaded gun is dangerous. 


In other words, the Reason- 


able Man is a composite—partly 
like you, partly like the aver- 
age person. He has your built-in 
defects, but not your defects 
that could and should be cor- 
rected. 


But isn't that a pretty loose 


standard 
for 
deciding 
legal 


issues in the courtroom? True 
enough. 
Yet, 
experience has 


shown it to be a wise and 
workable compromise between 
the rights of the individual and 
the rights of society.

By using this compromise, 


the law itself has acted like the 
Reasonable Man.

amounts in patients with known 
arteriosclerosis. It occurred to 
Dr. 
Spritz that valuable in- 


formation might be obtained if 
the amount of triglyceride in 
the blood could be reduced.

This 


. butyrate seems to increase the 
rate by which triglycerides are 
removed from the blood. 


At the Louisville School of 


Medicine, Dr. Charles H. Dun- 
can is repeating these experi- 
ments. Both agree that this 
drug is the most effective one 
that has been used to date. 


It is too early to say whether 


this drug will be the great 
prevent ative for athersclerosis 


but it is hoped that new avenues 
of study will be opened for long 
range control and even treat- 
ment for this condition. 


Large 
scale 
trials of 
the 


effect of this and other drugs 
are being conducted all over the 
United Stales and in England in 
the hope that they, with proper 
diet, can prevent or slow down 
this disease of civilization. 


This work 
continues along 


with the constant pursual of 
other lines of chemical and 
hormone investigation.

"MOW why didn't I think of 


•Lethal?" is the reaction Wil- 


liam (Peewee) Orton of Benton 
Harbor is getting from people 
who see Orion's Corner Clamp. 


It's really a simple device, 


but 
a 
patent 
attorney 
has 


advised him there's nothing like 
it on the market. The U.S. 
Patent office evidently thinks 
so, too. A patent is pending on 
the gadget, said Orton, a former 
bartender turned inventor. 


He made the clamp to solve a 


vexing problem faced by him 
and other cabinetmakers: how 
to hold two pieces of wood 
together 
for 
corner or "T1 


shapes. 


"I found it was about impos 


sible with a single conventional 
clamp, so I made this one 
expressly for corners," Orton 
explained. 


He thinks selling the clamps 


will be no problem (the operator 
of a small pattern shop wants a 
dozen immediately). But produc- 
ing them is another matter. 
Orton just doesn't have the 
equipment. 


The prototypes were made of 


hand-poured aluminum in Or- 
ton's workshop.

Frank Kelley expects to tell the 
state next week whether the 
Legislature v o t e d Michigan 
schools an extra $9.2 million or 
something more like $2.5 mil- 
lion. 


State Budget Director Glenn 


Jr. has asked Kelley to deter- 
mine'the practical effects of an 
emergency school aid bill passed 
by the Legislature last week. 


The bill was to increase school 


aid during this fiscal and school 
year by $9.2 million. Some $4,5 
million was to aid the financial- 
ly distressed Detroit School Dis- 
trict. 


In a political battle that in- 


volved 
four-year 
terms 
for 


House members and pitted the 
House against the Senate, some 
suburban legislators against De- 
troit 
lawmakers, 
and House 


Democrats against House Re- 
publicans, the bill failed to get 
immediate effect. 
QUESTION OF LAW 


This means it will not be- 


come law until 90 days after the 
Legislature adjourns. The Leg- 
islature is expected to adjourn 
at the end of December, mean- 
ing the bill would take effect 
about next April 1—just in time 
for the last quarter of the fiscal 
year.
